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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for "R represent a linear or branched alkyl group 
having 1 to 22 carbon atoms and n is an integer of about 3 to about 1 00", does not 
reasonably provide enablement for "when R is a decyl radical, n is not an integer of from 
3 to 6". The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Note that claim 1 has been amended to narrow the scope of the claims. 
However, the new limitation "when R is a decyl radical, n is not an integer of from 3 to 6" 
does not have support from the Specification. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/18/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the reasons as stated above and for the reasons as stated in the last 
Office action. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chem 
Abstract 126:212647. 

The reference discloses a conjugated poly(N-alkyl-2,7-carbazole) of the claimed 
formula. Since the new amended claims raise issue of new matter then the rejection is 
maintained for the reasons as stated in the last Office action. 

Applicant's arguments are based on the specific claimed product, a conjugated 
polymer comprising alternating units. However, the only requirement for said claims is 
the unit of formula I and no other unit has been claimed. Therefore, said claims are very 
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broad and any reference discloses the claimed formula I can be used to make any 
conjugated polymer including the alternating units. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
